Extract from a letter from Sir W. H. Macnaghten, 
Bart., dated 4th November, 1840. 


I bave the hoor te sequaint you for the infor- 
mation of the Right Hon’ble the Governor General 
in Council, that Dost Mahomed Khan, the Ex- 
Chief of Cabool, surrendered himself to me yester- 
dey evening. 

I was returning from my eveniag ride, and within 
afew yards of my own residence in the Citadel, 
when a single Horseman galloped up to me, and 
having satisfied himself that I was the Envoy and 
Minister, told me that Dost Mahomed Khan was 
rived and sought my protection. 





Dost Mahomed Khan rode up to me and alight- 
ed from his horse. After the usual salutations, I 
begged him to mount again, and we procecded to- 
gether to my residence, in the compound of which 


| T have pitched a Tent for the Ex-Chief, and have 
| provided him with every thing necessary to his 
: comfort. 


He assured me that he had not been off 
his horse for twenty-four hours, yet, he shewed 
but little symptom of fatigue, and his self-posses- 
sion was very remarkable. He put his sword into 
my hand asa token of submission, but 1 at once 
returned it tohim, and he seemed gratified for 
this mark of confidence, Le asked me about his 
family, and, at bis own suggestion and ia my pre- 
sence, he wrote letters to his son Mahomed Afzul 
and to bis two other sons, whose escape from 
Ghuznee was recently reported, desiring them to 
come.in immediately, as he himself had confided 
in my protection and been honorably received. 

On the day before yesterday the detachment 
under the command of Major General Sir Robert 
Sale, K. C, B,, fell in with Dost Mahomed Khan’s 
Army at Parwur and dispersed it, the particulars 
of which occurrence will be reported to His 
Lordship in Council by Major General Sir W. 
Cotton, G. C. B. and K.C. H. Dost Mahomed 
Khan must have come into Cabool direct from tho 
field of battle without the knowledge of any of 
his adherents. 

Ihave to lament the loss of my Assistant Mr. 
P. B. Lord, who was unfortunately killed in this 
affair. His Lordship in Council is too well ac- 
quainted with the zeal and abilities of the de- 
ceased Officer to require any eulogium from me.

J. Whereas great inconvenience is experienced 
in the Towns of Calcutta and of Madras, and in 
the Islands of Bombay and Colaba from Mendicauis 
who endeavour to extort alms by offensive and disgust- 
ing exhibitions aud practices ;— 

It is hereby enacted, that persons withia the Town 
of Caleutta or of Madras or within the dslands of 
Bowbay and Colaba who shall seek to extort alme hy 
offensively exhibiting any bodily ailment or deformity, 
or by any offensive or indecent oructices, oF hy 
inflicting, or threatening to i i 
themselves, shall be Tiabl jon before any 
Justice of the Peace, to imprisonment with or without 
labor for a term not exceeding one calendar month.
